As an answer to part of the 
problem, nurses and social work- 
ers at St. Elizabeth Medical Cen- 
ter, Granite City, established the 
Cardiac Emergency Fund eight 
years ago. 

The emergency fund helps 
People diagnosed with cardiac 
diseases who can’t afford to 
for necessary items like medica- 
tion. 

Laura Tungett, RN, an_exer- 
cise specialist with the Cardio 
Pulmonary Rehab Program, the 
fund has helped more than 75 
patients by providing money for 
medicine and, on a few occa- 
sions, funding for window air- 
conditioners or fans for heart 
patients who are in need. 

“‘Before we had the Cardiac 
Emergency Fund, some people 
were being re-admitted to the 
medical center for treatment of 
cardiac problems because they 
didn’t have money fot their med- 
ication,’”’ Tungett said. 

According to Bob Turck, 
SEMC social worker, the nurses 
and social workers talk with peo- 
ple who don’t have any other 
resources for paying for their 
Prescriptions or other necessary 
items. 


“TI only tty to use the fund in 
the event of an emergency when 
there are no other means for 
paying for a patient’s medica- 
tion,” Turck said. 

The Cardiac Emergency .Fund 
is supported by money raised 
annually during the Heart Month 
Walk-athon at SEMC. 

This year, 27 people participat- 
ed in the Walk-athon and raised 
$980 for the American Heart 
Association and the SEMC Car-

Earth Day has come and 
gone but we still have our trash 
with us; 92 percent of Illinois’ 
waste still ends.up in landfills; 
only 6 percent is recycled. 

Even so, I think the citizens 
of Mlinois can take heart. The 
gears to change our throwaway 
habits are gradually getting 
lined up. Motion will come. 

First, with the passage of the 
Solid Waste Act of 1986, our 
state took some crucial initial 
steps. The Act tablished as 
state policy a ‘“‘waste manage- 
ment hierarchy’’ of five 
approaches to handling waste. 

In order of preference, these 
methods are: reduce the vol- 
ume of waste at its source; 
recycle and reuse; incinerate 
solid wastes to recover energy; 
incinerate solid wasts to reduce 
volume; and, dispose of solid 
wastes in landfills: 

Second, Madison County in 
conjunction with St. Clair and 
Monroe counties just held a 
public hearing on the state- 
mandated local plan for han- 
dling solid wastes. The plan 
incorporates all five of the 
above methous. 7 

You and I, as ordinary citi- 
zens, can participate immedi- 
ately in the first two methods, 
the two most ideal methods. 

We can reduce waste at the 
source — in our homes, offices, 
churches, clubs and so forth.

Quinn favors tax reductions 


To the editor: 


In recent weeks, Gregory W. 
Baise, a former member of Gov. 
James Thompson's cabinet, has 
attacked my proposal to cut tax- 
es on homeowners, farmers, 
senior citizens, wage-earners and 
working parents with kids. 

My proposal — called the Illi- 
nois Taxpayers’ Initiative — 
would provide across-the-board 
income tax reductions and pro| 
erty tax rollbacks to the people 
who need help the most — aver- 
age taxpayers who live from 
paycheck to paycheck. 

Contrary to Mr. Baise’s distor- 
tions, the Taxpayers’ Initiative 
does not call for the unilateral 
elimination of the sales tax 
exemption on farm machinery 
and gasohol. Instead, the Tax- 
payers’ Initiative calls. for jcut- 
ting taxes on family farmers and 
all families by.$200 million. 

In the past 14 years under 
Gov. Thompson, average Illinois 
taxpayers have seen their taxes 
increase by 128 percent, the 
result of 21 different tax hikes. 

At the same time, taxpayers 
have been forced to pay for huge 
tax breaks to some of the most 
profitable corporations on the 
ace of the earth. Last_year, for 

-example, Sears Roebuck 


received an $80 million handout 
from Illinois taxpayers and a 
20-year property tax abatement. 

There is something fundamen- 
tally wrong with the Illinois tax 
system when hard-pressed Illi- 
nois families are told to pay 
higher gas taxes, property taxes 
and income taxes while big cor- 
porations-areallowed to pay less 
than their fair share. 

Real tax reform means reduc- 
ing “imprudent spending, closing 
loopholes and using the resulting 
revenue for significant property 
and income tax. relief. 

Average taxpayers across the 
state want more take-home pay. 
Working men and women are 
much better off with lower prop- 
erty taxes than in continuing an 
unfair tax code that looks like 
Swiss cheese with all its loop- 
holes. 

After years of Thompson-Baise 
tax increases, it’s time to 
change the channel. 

Let’s end the special-interest 
government in Springfield and 
start a taxpayer movement to 
roll back unfair tax increases on
